Crafts Shed - May 2023 

We continue to meet in the Octagon Meetings 
Room, on Thursday Mornings from 0930 to 
1230. Whilst extremely grateful to the 
Leadership of Bar Hill Church for letting us 
do this we still require new accommodation of 
approximately 60 to 80 Sq Metres. We are 
working with both the Parish Council and 
County Council to help find and secure a 
suitable venue.

Potholes 

We’re extremely concerned about the state of 
the roads. Our Local Highways Officers are 
currently overwhelmed with problems 
particularly concerning potholes — many are 
more like craters. It is good some very bad 
potholes in Bar Hill’s perimeter road have 
been repaired. However the problems around 
the county are being dealt with as a matter of 
urgency by Highways. 

Unfortunately this is a national problem and 
our problems are not unique, although we are 
in a worse area than some (but better than 
some others). Sadly, the real problem is that 
there has been a gradual deterioration of our 
road network over many years and strategic 
investment in maintenance did not happen in 
better times. Consequences of the political 
choice for ‘managed decline’ are with us now, 
making the job of getting on top of things that 
much harder. This has been exacerbated by 
drought and soil shrinkage, deep freeze and 
periods of persistent wet weather. It takes a 
long time to create road damage — but it is 
also very costly to fix.

There has been some more positive news that 
pressure on school places for children with 
additional needs will be eased after the 
County Council secured significant additional 
funding from the government to deal with it. 
At the County Council we were facing 
potentially widespread cuts in support for 
children with SEND (Special Education 
Needs and Disabilities) due to a £58m budget

gap. The extra money came through a process 
known as a ‘safety valve’ and is worth £49m. 


Under the agreement with the Department for 
Education, the authority will use the funds to 
balance its budget for children with additional 
needs by 2026/7. The government has also 
allocated a further £11.3m for capital funding 
to Cambridgeshire to support new SEND 
provision on mainstream school sites. The 
funding will help tackle a gap in the budget 
for SEND provision which is expected to hit 
around £58m by the end of this month — 
caused by demand for services far 
outstripping government fundingfor SEND 
services over the past six years. For example 
requests for Education, Health and Care Plans 
in Cambridgeshire — the document which 
describes a young person’s special needs and 
the support they will need to meet their 
educational goals — have more than doubled 
from 3,429 in 2016 to more than 7,000. 


Cambridgeshire has historically received less 
funding per child for education than 
elsewhere. This is on top of having a rapidly 
growing population of children with special 
educational needs and disabilities who are 
presenting with greater complexities, some of 
which relates additional social, emotional and 
mental health arising from the Covid 
pandemic. To meet these challenges, the 
Council will use the new funding to create 
463 new special school places. There will also 
be extra support for 105 pupils at mainstream 
schools by September 2026 through a 
programme of expanding current sites and 
building new schools. The council has also 
applied to the free school programme for two 
new special schools.

Final Skatepark Report - May 2023 

On 22nd March 2022, 14 interested people 
gathered from the Bar Hill area and formed 
the Bar Hill Skatepark Working Party. Our 
purpose for existing, as defined by the Parish 
Council, was to produce an option or a range 
of options which could then be put to the 
village in a Parish Poll. The proposal should 
include both a design, with annual costings, as 
well as a means of funding. The proposal 
should include the location of the skatepark. 


I am happy to report that a year on we have 
succeeded in our goal and are now ina 
position to hand back to the Parish Council to 
take this forward, supporting them with 
fundraising, construction and facilitation of 
contractors as is needed. 


Parish Poll 

To come up with questions we discussed 
many options such as building materials, 
locations, indoor/outdoor options. These are 
detailed below. However, the questions we 
thought should be put to the village were: 


1. Do you want the Parish Council to build a 
skatepark for the benefit of the village? 


If sufficient independent funding cannot 
be obtained would you be in favour of 
putting up to £1/month on the Council 
Tax for Band D properties to fund it? 


Design 

The design of the skatepark was key as it 
would determine the costing. Three materials 
were considered: Concrete, Metal, and 
Skatelite (wood). 

The group was resolute from the outset that 
metal skate ramps are unsuitable for 
use in a skatepark. They’re really 


slippery and also get scorching hot in the 
summer, the peak skating season. 


Skatelite is a wooden material for building 
ramps and is an excellent material to use for 
an indoor park but is not well suited to an 
outdoor environment where it is subjected to 
wind, rain and snow. Skatelite also requires a 
lot of in terms of maintenance. 


With concrete, the initial outlay higher but 
concrete is longer lasting with much reduced 
maintenance cost. These factors made 
concrete the most popular choice. It is also 
worth mentioning that contractors we talked 
to only built skateparks in concrete and would 
not consider building one using a different 
material unless it was indoors. 


The group had many opinions about what 
design the skatepark should have. We went to 
the site of the old skatepark where various 
people threw in their ideas of what they 
considered to be a good design for a skate 
park. This translated into us measuring it up 
and creating a 3D model of it. 


The design predominantly facilitates BMXs 
and skateboards with scooters and roller 
skates being less of a design focus. It is worth 
noting that there are several skateparks around 
the Cambridge area but few have large ramps 
aimed at BMXs and experienced skaters. 


Designs have appeared in the Bar Hill News 
last year but here are some technical sketches 
created using Sketchup which accurately 
show the size of the park and the different 
elements of the park. 


The park is roughly split into two halves, one 
half has large (6-8ft) ramps designed for 
BM<Xs and more experienced skateboarders. 
The other half has much smaller (1-3ft) ramps 
designed for beginner skateboarders. 


Location 
We considered three locations: 


1. The abandoned petrol station where the 
old Burger King used to be 


The main field over by the scout hut 


Saxon Park, the location of the previous 
skatepark 


Discussions were had with the Al4 team (as 
was) and they raised concerns over access, 
safety, and ownership.Until access has been 
addressed, in their view, nobody will be 
allowed to develop the land. There will be 
safety concerns with the site given it’s 
previous use (as a petrol station) and finally 
the land would need to be purchased and, 
under government rules, the price could only 
be “fair market value”. This would likely 
make the site prohibitively expensive. 


The main field was also considered, however 
after the area required was measured it was 
deemed unsuitable as a skatepark positioned 
on the green would become too dominant a 
feature on the landscape. 


Finally, the site of the old skatepark (Saxon 
Park), opposite The Fox pub, was considered. 
This land is already owned by the Parish 
Council, has an existing concrete foundation, 
is a good size for a skatepark, and is far 
enough away from residences that any noise 
pollution would not be noticed. It also used to 
have a very successful skatepark on it. 


For these reasons it was deemed that Saxon 
Park would be the proposed location. 


Costs 

We contacted several different skatepark 
construction contractors and also spoke to 
Stuart Maclure from Betong Park, a 
construction contractor who specialises in 
skatepark design and construction. We 
showed him our design with detailed 
measurements of the various elements and he 


estimated the cost of the park to be £250,000. 


The main way to raise the capital would be 
from the Parish Council to take out a loan 
from the Public Works Loan Board. This is 
essentially a fixed-rate mortgage (fixed for the 
entire term). Rates for a loan change on a 
daily basis but on 21st March 2023 the 
interest rate for a 25 year fixed loan paid back 
as an annuity was 4.66%. 


There are 1490 band D equivalent properties 
in Bar Hill which, at a rate of 4.66% over 25 
years, would equate to 95p per month per 
household for an initial loan on £250,000. 


The PWLB figure above does not account for 
maintenance, insurance, etc. A figure of £500 
per year would be reasonable. 


Maintenance would mean the figure would be 
more than the 95p per month proposed above, 
however the PWLB figure above does not 
account for any funding but assumes the 
Parish Council will pay for the entire build. 
There are many sources of funding available 
from places such as the National Lottery, 
Comic Relief Local, Landfill Communities 
Fund and Sports England. There may also be 
local funding available from our very own 
Tesco or Section 106 money received from 
local developers, for example. We can also do 
local fundraising and have already agreed to 
create a fundraising group should the village 
agree this project should proceed. 


All funds raised would mean the initial loan 
would be less than £250,000 - reducing the 
proposed cost. 


Overall we would expect the maintenance 
costs and fundraising to approximately cancel 
each other out, making the final cost 
approximately £1 per household per month 
for the next 25 years, or to look at it another 
way this would be a total of £300 per 
household paid over the next 25 years.

The Hall opens out onto a large patio 
area that is ideal for external activities or a 
spill-over for internal events and has two 
bolted gates that lead off the premises. 


There is also a small Meeting Room, with its 
own independent access and great for 
meetings of up to 10 people. 


The Village Hall is a UK-registered charity 


(number 1002579) and run by a committee of 


trustees who are committed to the on-going 
development of the Village Hall’s role as a 
key community facility.

The Botanical Nest- A Cornucopia of Loveliness 


This month I took a drive down the road to 
Dry Drayton to visit Emily Watson at her 
newly opened shop, The Botanical Nest. 
Situated at No 5, Scotland Road Industrial 
Estate, the shop assailed my senses as soon as 
I stepped over the threshold. There's just so 
much to see. There are tables full of beautiful 
knitted and felted toys with cute mobiles 
hanging above. There are stylish table lamps 
and shades and many charming gifts and 
homewares. There are also big buckets of the 
most stunning fragrant blooms. This little 
shop is really chock-full of delights. 


Emily showed me the large workshop 
adjoining, where she creates floral designs 


for her established business Emily Tallulah 
Flowers. This space is also hired by local 
makers to run their own workshops. Recently 
there have been sessions in lamp shade 
making, pottery and candle making here. 


Over a cup of tea, Emily told me that she 


started her floristry training when she was just 


16 at a London based florist called Wild at 
Heart. In 2007, when her daughter was born 
and commuting became too much, she started 


her own fledgling floristry business. That year 


she did flowers for 1 or 2 weddings, last year 
she designed flowers for 70 weddings! 


The idea for The Botanical Nest was sparked 
when the unit next to Emily Tallulah became 
vacant. Emily took a leap of faith and opened 
up her shop which has been very well 
received. 


"I love teaching" Emily told me, "I am now 
teaching other florists how to relinquish the 
use of flower foam (Oasis), as it is toxic. It is 
made of micro plastics which can be inhaled 
and get in the the water supply when it is 
soaked. So, we are going back to more 
traditional methods of floristry. I now use 


chicken wire, moss and willow frameworks to 


create organic and natural style 
arrangements." 


Emily showed me the superb, flower strewn 
arch that had been constructed over her shop 
door. "We use a solid metal structure, rather 
like scaffolding poles, to make these foam 
free, large scale installations" Emily explained 
"This is then entwined with willow and moss, 
hooks are then added to hold water containers 
for the flowers. She showed me photos of her 
stunning floral designs including arches she 
created over the doors of the University Arms 
Hotel in Cambridge.
